It does not make sense to continue to work with archives and libraries based on underlying 
anachronistic and uncreative software. A card and a catalog, whether analog or digital, 

will always be considered passive objects. 

Any person or institution, public or private, located anywhere in the world with access to an 
electric grid, a computer and an Internet connection can build their own Intermediatheca 
(and give it whatever name they like). The Intermediatheca can be built with or without 
original materials (uploads). It can be very large or very small. 

Since 1988 | have tried to locate people who are interested and competent in these matters, 
particularly those skilled in relational databases. | started using the HyperCard software in 
1988 and then 4D in 1993 to create an intermediatheca card (Ficha Herculano). | used this 
card in the !uzitania/ether archive starting in 1988 and in the Histéria da Imagem 
Fotografica em Portugal - 1839-1997 (HIFP), published in 1998. In 2020, | finally came up 
with a more effective alternative.

2- In December 2020, having left behind the idea of launching the Intermediatheca as a 
public library, | cancelled the luzetherpixsena username and signed on with a new account: 
cctu.pico.sena. However, the favorites list associated with the luzetherpixsena account were 


maintained; 


3- As a result, | can now search for any item without drowning in the millions of items that 
are in the database as long as | make reference to luzetherpixsena; 
4- On March 27, 2021, | corrected the title of the book Memoria das Antiguidades 

de Mertola. | noticed that the Reviews field was searchable. It had become possible to run 
a search for the desired item simply by entering its correct title. 
Thus, an alternative solution emerged for the software | had been dreaming about since 
1988 for the Intermediatheca and all the associated intermetadata...

§ Since 1973, | have been identifying sources (for all possible subjects) by consulting 

and cross-referencing Bibliographies, Discographies, Filmographies, lconographies and 
Chronologies of books and articles that passed through my hands (in English, French, 
Portuguese, Spanish and Italian - a gigantic gap exists for sources in Greek, Latin, Chinese, 
Arabic, German, etc.). In addition | used TELNET starting in 1986, CD-ROMs as of 1988 
and the first websites since 1993. All the way up until today. 

_ Whenever possible, although it was not critical, | chose the best graphically designed items. 


Simultaneously, | consulted and cross-referenced multiple sources: the Britannica, 

the Universalis, the Grande Enciclopédia Portuguesa e Brasileira (for Portuguese subjects), 
the Enciclopedia Einaudi, Wikipedia (mainly English and French versions) and the Stanford 
Encyclopedia of Philosophy. 

In the Intermediatheca, all searches are valid for any field defined by the user -

- even from books - has any interest beyond archaeological, sociological or anthropological 
curiosity. | recognize its legitimacy, but | suspect that the futility and redundancy of such a 
knowledge repository may be significant.

The publications by Estacio da Veiga are an example of the books | prefer. An alphanumeric 
card is not enough for them. Instead, an alphapictonumeric ecard is required. The Herculano 
card is a card with these characteristics (see Histéria de uma Intermediatheca***, page 7). 


Like all other Intermediatheca brochures, this one could also be transformed into 
an exhibition (See Cover and Back Cover). Just change the scale of this A5 brochure.

In 2014, a decommissioned Elementary School was restored in the village of Terras, 

Pico Island, Azores Archipelago, where the Centro Comunitario das Terras - umus (CCTu) 
was created in 2016. The Centro closed its doors in November 2016. 

“umus" means “minimum unit of utopia and survival” for access to Water, Fire, Air, Earth 
and the sources of knowledges, even without energy. 

The first and last public demonstration of the Intermediatheca was held there 

in July/August 2016 with the exhibition and catalog titled Uma amostra(zinha) de Milho***, 
along with examples of the operation and usefulness of the archive. 

Charles Darwin's words about earthworms and those of Raul Brandao in Humus 

(in analog/physical and digital/virtual formats) were mixed. The autaphors and 

the metaphors were composted. An autaphor is the antonym of a metaphor. 

It could have been about anything - as long as it was translatable into binary language, 
like an image...

Conceptual explanation. Example: 

- My A item. 

- My card for my A item (metadata - data entered by the archivist). 

- Your card for my A item. 

- Your card in my card for my A item (intermetadata - data entered by a user). 


Result: 

- My card for item A contains the possibility that other users have created their own cards 
for the same item, thus avoiding the redundancy of uploads of the “same” item. 

lam putting the word "same" in quotation marks here because we are not really talking 
about the same item. This is about economy of means. 

- It means that the same item A is searchable/linkable according to the criteria of each one. 
- It should be clear that | am using the Reviews field to introduce my intermediatheca card. 
This was the alternative | came up with. 

The optimal computing solution (code | programming) would be to insert a specific field for 
some users with the instruction: “your intermetadata’. 

- Of course, such users interested in deepening the metadata placed by the archivist may 
constitute an insignificant minority. However, their relative insignificance may be inversely 
proportional to their relevance. 

- A database where some users can add data (intermetadata) to the data previously 
introduced by the archivists (metadata).

It would be foolish to create a card inside another card...The cards should serve 

primarily to be perfect from the moment they are created. 

Why complicate things? Why disperse things? After all, would it not be interesting to know 
what Jorge Luis Borges, Francis Ponge, George Steiner or Umberto Eco 
recorded/read/saw/perceived and how they did so? Would it not be fascinating to know 
how a certain book was read by multiple people over time? WaybackMachine? 


Absurdly, each item is registered/linked by all users. 

Each item therefore has as many cards as there are users. 

All items are registered/linked to all people. 

All ordering systems are possible for the sets and subsets of all items. 


NOTE: | used this principle in the P!X ecard of the !uzitania/ether archive in 1988. 

In addition to the metadata completed by the archivist, the analog/digital card contained 
three fields open to a “discrete” team. It was composed of a scientist (scientific dimension), 
an artist (mythological dimension) and an ethno-anthropologist (everyday dimension). 

Each one would make their card (intermetadata) for each item, all inserted on 

the same card. Privately, | continued to use this card in the Historia da Imagem 

Fotografica em Portugal - 1839-1997 (HIFP) in 1998, the Herculano card, as | called it.

It's one thing to have an infinite set of unselected items at your disposal for almost all 

the areas of knowledge - big data. 

Another thing is to have a finite set of selected items (the sources) available for almost all 
the areas of knowledge - minimum data. 

| prefer the second option. 

Of course, as a citizen, librarian or archivist, if you can have both, all the better. 

| can (and should) have access to all documents from all governments that are financed with 
tax-payer money (see The Democracy’s Library***). 


On 24 November 2022, the Intermediatheca consisted of analog/physical items 

and digital/virtual items. 

In most cases, there were only analog/physical items; 

in other cases, there were analog/physical and digital/virtual versions of the same items; 
and finally, there were only digital/virtual versions without their corresponding 
analog/physical items. 

Currently, it consists of a total of 17,000 items - simultaneously analog/physical and 
digital/virtual. They are divided into 200 subjects, available - just for me - offline and online. 
The Intermediatheca is equivalent to 2 years of work by 1 person who selects, catalogs, and 
archives the items. 


The ergonomic capacity of the source, across all aspects, can be duplicated 

by multiple formats - original hardcover (or paperback), PDF, e-book, audiobook, voice 
reader, podcast, interview, mindmap, video, review (+ the base papers that support 

the hardcover), etc. — and it provides any author-editor-reader relationship with strength, 
relevance and extraordinary critical insight. 


Through the Internet Archive, any person, association, group, school, university, state, etc. 
can upload their archives online (and offline). Any person can create 

a micu - minimum information and communication unit - a Mini Personal 

Digital Assistant (miniPDA/tablet) - where the knowledge sources are included 

(about 1TB as of 2018) and are customized to their interests 

without submitting to the hierarchical and supervised centralization of data. 


Some other, more unforeseen types of intermetadata may arise, such as the Peer Reviewer 
field...

@ |ntermediatheca - an Intermediatheca is an interdisciplinary and multimedia archive of artistic, scientific 
and everyday knowledges, organized in a single database of any media and of any thing, fundamental and 
hyperlinked - the sources - made available (physically) by chronological order, of interest to the communi- 
ty, accessible with or without power, networked, off-line and on-line, but using whenever possible alterna- 
tive energies and self sufficient practices, namely agricultural practices in an urban or remote context. 

@ Intermediatheca Card is the card of each Intermediatheca item. 

@ The Intermediatheca uses the concept of Intermetadata for its relational database. 


@ Intermetadata - is metadata added to another metadata (by a user interested in deepening and customis- 
ing that original metadata). 


@ How it works: 


@ Metadata is the original data entered by the archivist. 

@ Intermetadata is the metadata later introduced by any user interested in deepening and customizing the 
original metadata. 
The introduction of intermetadata in the "Reviews" "field", used here, is just a resource that the Internet 
Archive allows me. 
There is currently no specific field for this. 
Through the intermetadata | can search for items according to more precise or less conventional, perhaps 
creative, criteria.
